REMARKS 

In response to the election requirement under 35 U.S.C.§121 imposed 
by the Examiner, Applicant elects claims 1-10, 12, 16-22, and 24-26 drawn to 
Species I, forming of a plurality of quantum wires using a process that requires 
the patterning of a first oxide. Claims 39-47 and 49-61 are cancelled without 
prejudice. At the time the Examiner mailed the Office Action claims 1-10, 12, 
16-22, 24-26, 29-47, and 49-61 were pending. As such, claims 1-10, 12, 16- 
22, and 24-26 are now pending. The Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the present application and the allowance of all claims now 
presented.
